FRIENDLY RECEPTION 
IN DANZIG. 


In a communication to the President of 
the Free State Executive Council, Mr: Sean 
Lester, High Commissioner of the League of 
Nations for the City of Danzig, gave an 
account of the very friendly reception § ac- 
corded to him when he took up his duties 
in Danzig. He mentioned that, in tLe course 
of visits to «ld buildings and an examination 
of their contents, he learned that the State 
archives could only find one document. of 
Irish interest. This was a proctamation by 
the English Government in the 17th century 
warning all friendly Powers, including 
Danzig, that no food or supplies were to be 
landed at Carrickfergus, Dublin, or Water- 
ford for the Irish rebels! 

Mr. Lester states that the Bishop, Count 
O'Rourke, who was in Dublin for the 
Eucharistic Congress, showed the party over 
his Cathedral and the old monastery attached 
to it. “TE is very interesting to notice,”

AN INDUSTRY KILLED. 


The first witness was Mr.“M. Colgan, Secre- 
tary of the Trish Bookbinders’ and Paper 
Rulers’ Union, who said that fifty years ago 
eight hundred workers were employed in 
Dublin in the printing and publishing of 
prayer-books, and another seven hundred in 
Cork, Limerick and Waterford. Of late years, 
however. the prayer-book industry was sys- 
tematically killed. 

The industrv could be re-established on a 
successful basis if the necessary protection 
were given. Continental publishing firms could 
place their surplus on the market at a price 
that would make it absolutely impossible for 
anvone else to get a shred of the trade. In 
working cut a schemé to make this industry 
a success, they suggested a Control Board 
of representatives of employers and emplovés 
in equal proportions, with such other skilled 
assistance as the Government chought desir- 
able to set up an authority to control the 
industry, taking steps at the: same time to 
secure protection for the purchasing public. 
Employment for a considerable number could 
be given in a short time if the trade was 
properly protected. 

Dealing with the ‘“‘disastrous’”’ effect on 
the trade of the import of chean praver-books 
from Germany, Belgium and Czechoslovakia, 
Mr. Colgan said that the imported books were 
of poor quality, and could not compare in 
any way with prayer-books made by Irish 
concerns, 

They had imitation cloth covers, which 
were really paper, said Mr. Colgan, who pro- 
duced an imported prayer-book, retailed in 
the Free State at ls. 6d., and tore the cover 
across to show that it was paper. 

“Is it not extraordinary,’’ Mr. ‘Colgan re- 
marked, “that in the overwhelming Catholic 
Free State more people are employed in the 
manufacture of religions books for non- 
Catholic Churches and institutions than in 
the manufacture and production of Catholic 
religious books?" 


DUBLIN-MADE BOOKS. 

"For good craftsmanship, he _ declared, 
Dublin-made religious books stood alone, yet 
thirty per cent. of Dublin’s bookbinders had 
been unemployed tor the- last ten years. 
‘“Some,”’ he said, ‘‘are still walking about 
in a state of semi-starvation, and at least 
four had been reduced to working on road 
relief schemes.’’ All religious books, he 
claimed, could be bound in the Free State 
without any increase in the retail price, 
though the wholesalers’ margin of profit 
would he reduced. | 

‘‘In the interest of the American workers, 
the United States Hierarchy five or six years 
ago issued a decree that no foreign-made

WOMEN WORKERS. 

Miss H. Moloney, of the Irish Women 
Workers’ Union, said that girls in the book- 
binding trade in: Dublin had a standard 
minimum of 33s. a week after four years’ 
apprenticeship. Prayer-books were being 
dumped here at an uneconomic price. 

Mr. W. J. Whelan, of the Dublin Typo- 
graphical Provident Society, said that every 
class of book could be produced in Dublin. 
Prayer-books had been printed here and sent 
to Belgium. 

Mr. P. Murray, of the Irish Bookbindegs’ 
and Paper-Rulers’ Union, stated that one 
Dublin firm had taken job-binding work from 
England in open competition. High-grade 
book-binding, he added, had virtually gone. 


PUBLISHER’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. W. J. Gill, of M. H. Gill and Son, 
printers and publishers, of Dublin, said that 
he did not consider it would be a practicable 
proposition to print missals and _ breviaries 
in the Free State, owing to the limited 
market, though they could do the binding. 
His firm published an edition’ of the Bible 
a, 5s., but the demand for Bibles was very 
small. They were not much interested in the 
production of Church hymnals and hymn- 
books. The important pari of the trade re- 
lated to prayer-books. At one time 25 per 
cert. of his firm’s trade in prayer-books was 
fo» export, and only about five per cent. of 
that was left. The decline in the home 
trade, as a result of foreign competition, was 
rezponsible, however, for most of the un. 
employment in the book-binding trade. 

With regard to missals, he said that people 
sometimes favoured Continental in preference 
to Irish bindings, irrespective of price. This 
was partly a matter of variety, but there 
appeared to be some other reason which he 
could not explain. 

The Chairman remarked that the considera- 
tion of variety entered into every applicatior 
with which the Commission had to deal.

MANCEUVRES. 
CHRISTOPHER NIXON’S 


ACCOUNT OF NEGOTIATIONS. 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 


R. JELLETT contjnued his opening 
M statement on behalf of the defend- 


ants, on the resumed hearing of 
the action of Mr. John F.| McGuire, of Cam- 
bridge House, Cambridge] road, Rathmines, 
Dublin, against Messrs. |Clery and Co., 
Ltd., O’Connell street, Dublin. The plaintiff 
claims £32,400 damages for alleged breach 
of an agreement by the| defendants in re- 
moving him from the position of managing 
director of the company. 

The defendants stated |that the plaintiff 
did not carry out the terms of the agree- 
ment, and pleaded that the removal of the 
plaintiff from the position of managing 
director was necessary in he interests of the 
business and of the sha ‘eholders of the 
company. 

Mr. Overend, K.C.; Mr.| FitzGerald, K.C. ; 
Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Brereton Barry 
(instructed by Messrs. Ryan and O’Brien) 
appeared for the plaintiff;) and Mr. Jellett, 
R.C; Mr. Leonard, K.C.|; and Mr. A. E 
Wood, K.C., and Mr. Marman (instructed by 
Messrs. E. and G. Stapleton) for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Jellett, referring 
capital expenditure and in| stocks, said that 
Mr. McGuire’s answer to the warning of 
the bank against these increases was that 
he thought himself a better judge on that 
point than the bank. “This matter, said Mr. 
Jellett, was referred to time after time by 
the bank and by the auditors, but. no atten- 
tion was paid to it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—His|case was that the 
bank .or the auditors were not running 
Clerys. That was his view. 

Mr. Jellett—That was his view: that no 
matter what the directors pr the auditors or 
the bank said, he was patamount. Counsel 
proceeded to refer to the|withdrawals from 
the company, and said that in the year 1931 
the total was £18,596. [he auditors said 
that, on paper, the position of the company 
appeared to have improyed, but looking 
closer at the figures it was seriously worse, 
inasmuch as the McGuir@ deposits having 
been left with the company for so many 
years, the auditors came |to the conclusion 
that it was by arrangement; but, as they 
were suddenly withdrawn, ithe outside trade 
creditors increased by an pnormous amount, 
putting a different complexion on the affairs 
of the company. 


AUDITOR’S POSITION, 


Mr. Justice Hanna said| that he did not 
-think that in law an auditor was paramount 
over anyone connected with the company. 

Mr.. Jellett—It is not nepessary for me to 
go that far at all. The auditor is entitled 
to form an opinion as to the state of affairs, 
and to say that, in his opinion, a thing ought 
to be done or ought not tol be done. 

Dealing with the resolution passed by the 
directors, as: shown in the minutes of the 
14th November, 1927, to pay off the staff 
depositors, Mr. Jellett said| that that resolu- 
tion was distinctly and (eterminedly not 
complied with by Mr. M¢Guire, and that 
was tho genilenian who some years after- 
wards proceeded to pay off these very staff 
depositors without any [request at. all. 
Counsel went on to mentign that the bank 
wrote t#me after time and threatened a 
receiver, : 

Mr, Justice Hanna remarked that it would 
take a good deal to convinte him that they 
were going to throw over £10,000 a vear 
interest when they had assets such as were 
in Clerys. 

Mr. Jellett said that they) would not have 
brought the extreme pressdre*on’ the firm, 
but they saw that the position was becoming 
serious. The  bank’s |demands were 
deliberately flouted and ignared, 

Counsel referred to the period when Mr. 
McGuire was managing diector of Hearne 
and Company, Waterford, ahd said that Mr, 
McGuire made proposals |to acquire the 
jnterest of another holder in the firm, and 
in his determination to force a bargain he 
called a general strike of |the employés of 
Hearne and Company. | 

Mr. Overend objected to this matter being 
brought yn, but Mr. Justice Hanna said that 
the plaintiff was cross-examined about it. 


CALLED A STRIKE. 


Mr. Jeilett said that when Mr. McGuire 
did not get the interest which he wished to 
acguire he called a general strike of these 
employés, who had as much to say to the 
matter as counsel had. ‘‘ Conduct of that 
kind on the part of a gentleman in his 
position,” added Mr. Jellett, *‘ is absolutely 
outrageous and unjustifiable., His object then 


to increases in 


was the same as his object fin this case. In 


each case he was out to acqwire a controlling 
interest for himself. The methods he adopted 
here were more subtle than in Waterford, but 
the end in view was the samp in each case.” 

Mr, Justice Hanna—Mr. |McGuire was a 
very much younger man then, 

Of course, said Mr. Jellett, it was obvious 
that Mr. McGuire was anxious to have these 
interests transferred to himself, by his 
frequently repeated efforts}; to attain his 
object. Was the conduct that he had de- 
scribed consistent with the duties and 
obligations of a director of a company? Was 
it consistent with the duties of a director to 
do everything in his power to depreciate the 
value of the company and its shareholders? 
That was a question that answered itself. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—How |could the with- 
drawing of his deposits enable him to get 
business at a lower figure? | 

Mr, Jellett—Because he had, according to 
Mr. Shott, left the deposits |there, and that 
state of affairs had gone on for so long that 
it appeared there was some sort of unwritten 
agreement that nothing would be done, and 
then when they were drawn out suddenly 
that altered the position. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—How ¢ould it cheapen 
the price of the business for Mr. McGuire? 
If he bought with the deposits undrawn, he 
would get credit for them, and if he with- 
drew them, thev would be left out of con- 
sideration altogether. 


A SERIOUS POSITION. 


Mr. Jellett said that the cumulative effect 
of all these different operations, a large 
number of which synchronised, was to put 
the company in an extremely |serious financial 
position, This particular operation in connec- 
tion with the withdrawal of |his commission 
was just one of several operations, different 
in character, but all producing the same re- 
sult. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I think they would 
have to be tested separately belore one 
could arrive at a conclusion. | It would seem 
to me that, if he had left the \deposits in and 
gone to Sir Christopher Nixon |or Dr. Murphy 
and said: “I want to buy this place, and if 
you do not sell it I will take my deposits 
out,” that might have been bringing undue 
pressure on them; but I cannot follow how 
the withdrawing of his deposits could enable 
him to get Clerys at a lower price. 

That, said Mr. Jellett, created, or helped 
to create, a situation which |made it easier 
for Mr. McGuire to buy. That, however, 
was not all. There were other things that 
had ben dealt with | incidentally, 
and that were done for the same purpose. 

On the 28th August, 1955, Mr, McGuire 
informed the board that he had discontinued 
the convent business; that of late he was 
curtailing credit business of every kind and 
was not looking for eset business, be- 
cause he found the convents slow in paying. 
His great idea was to increase the cash turn- 
over as much as he could. Yet, the moment 
>» Brown and 
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ness, 7 ason, 
There was one outstanding feature of the 


case that was to be borne in mind, whether 
it was being considered in view of the order 
of Mr. Justice Meredith or from any other 
standpoint—it was, that what | Mr. McGuire 
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claimed and had claimed all along was: 
“This is my business, and I alone have any- 
thing to do with it.” He had told the com- 
pany that they could hold their meetings 
whenever they liked; that they were only a 
matter of form. In a letter to Dr. Murphy, 
on 22nd May, 1930, Mr. McGuire had en- 
deavoured to draw a distinction between his 
deposits and the others. He had spoken of 
a “very clear distinction’? between them. 
In each case the money belonged to the de- 
positor, and whether it belonged to him be- 
cause it was commission or for any other 
reason was immaterial. The letter went on 
to say that the company had conferred cer- 
tain powers on him, and he did not think 
that it would be in the best interests of the 
eempany to relinquish those powers, but it 
stated ‘‘ with reference to outlays of a capital 
nature I shall always comply with clause 11 
of the. agreement,” and “I shall in the 
future, as in the past, consult with the board 
in all matters where 1 consider that their 
advice would be of assistance to me or cOn- 
ducive to the best interests of the company, 
but I cannot consent to modify my agree- 
ment,” What was the point of that? asked 
Mr. Jellett. He would consult with the 
board when he considered that, their advice 
would help him, and not for the purpose of 
giving effect to any opinion the board might 
express. He would consult with them just 
as a person might consult a friend or a 
lawyer—to get advice that he would not be 
in any way bound to follow. 


ABSOLUTE CONTROL. 


“My main reason for referring to that 
letter,”’ said Mr. Jellett, “is that it shows 
that Mr. McGuire’s claim was for absolute 
and unfettered control.” 

Mr. Jellett next referred to a letter of 27th 
April, 1931, in which Mr. McGuire stated 
that, provided the Murphy deposits and in- 
terest were not drawn out, he could always 
pay the accounts as they became due, and 
take his discounts on them, as he had done 
since he went there. The Court had asked 
him what the discounts would come to, and 
he had replied about £7,000 a year. The 
figure representing discounts lost would be 
infinitesimal. In one half-year, when the 
discounts saved were considerable, the dis- 
counts lost represented £35. And they were 
told of the difficulty in paying trade creditors. 

Counsel went on to refer to the position of 
the secretary, and said that Mr. McGuire's 
attitude to the secretary was this: “I can 
dismiss you when I like.” He had admitted 
that in his evidence. The secretary, of 
course, was appointed by the directors, Mr." 
Jellett read an extract from the articles of 
association regarding the power of the direc- 
tors to appoint managers, secretaries, etc., 
and Clause 12 from Mr. McGuire’s agreement, 
which mentioned full and sole power to em- 
ploy, dismiss and fix the remuneration of the 
staff and other servants of the company. He 
also referred to another article, which stated 
that every director, manager, secretary and 
other servants of the company should be 
indemnified, and so on. The position of the 
secretary, he stated, was different from the 
ordinary servants of the company. In spite 
of that, Mr. McGuire claimed that he had 
the right to dismiss the secretary whenever 
he liked. He read an extract from Mr 
McGuire’s evidence. ‘Do you claim the 
right to dismiss him ?—Yes, but I never did 
dismiss him.” 

Mr. Jellett then dealt with three resolutions 
passed by the Board. The first, passed on 
2nd February, was held to be invalid, not 
because it was an attempted exercise of any 
powers that had been delegated to Mr. 
McGuire, but becanse in the articles of as- 
sociation, as they then were, directors in- 
terested in the subject matter of any dis- 
cussion could not vote, and, as they had 
voted the matter was void.. On 10th July the 
directors instructed the managing director to 
pay the sum of £100 a week in discharge of 
interest on the deposits. The Court would 
recollect that in the minutes of that 
meeting he distinctly said he would 
not obey it, and told the secretary that if 
he interfered he would dismiss him. That 
resolution had to be rescinded, Why? The 
articles of association had been altered 
and the alteration necessitated certain 
notice. The 14 days required had not elapsed. . 
Subsequently, the article was altered. 

Mr. Justice Hanna referred to this as 
maneuvring for position and Mr. Jellett 
objected to that. 


NOT ALL ON ONE SIDE. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was merely 
pointing out that the manoeuvring was not 
all on one side. 

Mr, Jellett—Manceuvring to do what’? To 
discharge the legal obligation under this 
agreement and necessitated by his conduct? 
That is not manceuvring. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Mr. Justice Meredith 
held you were not entitled to vote. You held 
a meeting to enable yourself to vote. 

Mr. Jellett—Call it what you, like. I am 
concerned with the real object. I respect- 
tuily dissent from your Jordship’s view. 

On 4th September, Mr. Jellett proceeded, 
another resolution was passed, In each of 
these three resolutions the object in view 
was the same. “This third resolution resolved 
that the resolution of July be rescinded, and 
that the managing director be instructed to 
lodge £100 per week out of the daily takings 
to the account of the assignees for pay- 
inent of deposits, and that sums of £1,349 
and £750 charged against the company 
pursuant to a resolution of 2nd February be 
re credited to the company’s account and that 
the bank credit the same to the bank’s 
nominees. 

Mr. Justice Hanna raised the point that 
the sum of £100 was to be lodged ' weekly '' 
out of he ‘‘daily’’ takings, and Mr, Jellett 
replied that a cheque would be written 
weekly, 
that would mean increasing the overdraft. 
After argument between Mr. Jellett, Mr. 
Overend and the judge, Mr. Justice Hanna 
remarked ; ‘‘Everybody was trying to ‘ get 
ut” the general account.” 

Mr: Jellett asked was there anything wrong 
with the directors trying to discharge their 
obligations ? Would there be any objection to 
their trying to pay the corporation profits 
tax, the interest on debentures and deposits, 
or to recognise payments protected by the 
agreement upon which Mr, McGuire relied in 
that case? 

Proceeding, he said that it had been sug- 
gested by counsel on the other side that the 
resolution of 4th September, 1933, was in- 
valid because in the agreement that Sir 
Christopher Nixon had made with Dr. Murphy 
there was a provision that this interest should 
be paid, and accordingly it had been at- 
tempted to argue from that that the hands of 
the directors were tied before they went into 
the meeting, because they were bound to do 
the thing that they did do. On 8th April, 
1951, Mr. McGuire had written to Sir 
Christopher Nixon referring to his having 
voted against him, and stating that on hear- 
ing that the deposits were to be assigned to 
the National Bank he was satisfied. 

Mr. Jellett said that the result of Mr. 
McGuire’s challenge was a refusal to pay a 
debt that had to be paid, and that Mr. 
McGuire’s agreement recognised had to be 
paid. It did not lie in Mr, McGuire’s mouth 
to say, “ You ought and should not pay a 
debt which my agreement recognises and pro- 
vides for.’’ : 

Counsel summarised what he termed “ the 
outstanding features of Mr. MeGuire’s con- 
duct,” and said that the first thing was his 
absolute disregard of the requirements of the 
bank in connection with the overdraft, and 
next they had his continuous refusal from 
May, 1030, to pay the interest on the de- 
posits. 


REFUSALS. 


“ Then,” Mr. Jellett went on, “ we have 
his refusal to consult the directors on the 
question of capital expenditure; his refusal to 
obey a resolution of the directors and pay off 
the staff; his obstruction to the transfer of 
the shares, and his attitude that it was for 
him and ‘for him alone to decide tarp a 
transfer should be made and to whom; his 
refusal to produce the seal of the company, 
and only finally producing it when he is satis- 
fied that the p transferrees are 
acceptable to him; his countermanding of 
the chairman’s orders to the secretary; his 
statement to the secretary that he is not to 
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obey these orders; his threats to dismiss him 
if he disobeyed, and his claim of the right to 
dismiss him if he thought fit. We have his 
refusal to oer a resolution directing him to 
pay the £1,549; we have his attitude on the 
Oth July of definite refusal and defiance, and 
we have his refusal to comply with the order 
or resolution of the 4th September,” 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked if in any one of 
those was it sought that it was not justified 
under the agreement. He thought the con- 
struction of the agreement controlled them all 
one way or another. 

Mr. Jellett—I should assume it did. © Mr. 
McGuire’s claim is ‘“‘I am entitled to do all 
these things, because my agreement so says.”’ 
That is the pith of this case. He is Clery 
and Co.—he and he only has the right to do 
anything. He will talk to the directors 4f 
and when he likes. 

Counsel referred to the evidence of Mr. 
McGuire, in which he stated that it was 
competent for him to countermand the 
orders of the secretary. He ignored the 
resolution from the board, ; 

In conclusion, said counsel. he would ask 
this simple question—he would ask it of any 
business man—how was any business to be 
carried on in such conditions? The board of 
directors were mere dummies. There was a 
managing director who said: “I am to do 
everything, no matter what it is. You can 
pass resolutions, but I will pay no attention 
to them.”’ 

Mr. Justice. Hanna—You would ask the 
business man had he ever heard of such an 
agreement as this. Does this agreement 
make Mr. McGuire manager of the ordinary 
trade or does it put him in supreme control 
of the whole business ? 

Mr. Jeliet:—Put the agreement before him 
and ask him to answer the question then. I 
have Mr, Justice Meredith's judgment that | 
the claim is unsustainable. He has held that 
the borrowing power of the directors was 
not a power delegated to Mr. McGuire. He 
has bel that the manager of the business 
means the commercial business of the com- 
pany, and he has expressly excluded the 
dealing with borrowing powers. . 


NO POWER AT ALL. 


“ Let us suppose,” said Mr. Jellett, “ that 
the directors, in face of everything to which I 
have drawn attention, sat down, twirled their 
thumbs and did nothing, they would have 
been false to their trust and their duty in 
ban the interests of the shareholders. 
fou cannot get rid of your obligations in 
that casual way and say: ‘I was over-ridden 
by our managing director, because he did 
something which the Court held was a matter 
for him.’ The board of directors were faced 
with this position: ‘Here is this conduct 
which has been going on now for some con- 
siderable time, We have been flouted and 
ignored. Our orders have been disregarded 
and disobeyed. Mr. McGuire has taken up 
the attitude that we have no power at all,’ 
What did the board do? They, being of 
opinion that Mr. McGuire was guilty of mis- 
conduct, which entitled them to remove him 
from the office of managing director, and 
that it would be prejudicial to the interests 
of the company to permit him to continue to 
hold that office, resolved that he be removed. 
That was the only attitude the directors 
could take, and they did their duty as 
trustees for the company and the share- 
holders. Any other course of doing nothing 
at all would be a complete disregard of their 
duties and obligations.’’ 

Having cited authorities on the meaning of 
**misconduct,’? Mr, Jellett said that the posi- 
tion of Mr. McGuire and the objects he sought 
to obtain showed that his personal interests 
were in direct conflict with the interests of 
the company and the shareholders, Clery and 
Company, he stated, would suffer very 
seriously, indeed, if knowing, as they now 
knew, all those different acts of Mr. 
McGuire and the conduct he had adopted in 
relation to the board and the company, if 
they did anything different to what they did, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do you confine this 
conduct to disobedience of orders? 

Mr. Jellett—Certainly not. That is why | 
went through and enumerated all those 
different matters. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Can you give me the 
meaning of ‘‘ misconduct ’’. inside this agree- 
ment! 

Mr. Jellett—Take Mr. McGuire’s agreement 
and put any interpretation you like on. it; 
that does not relieve him, being the manag- 
ing director, and -also a director, from dis- 
charging hie duties and obligations to the 
company; and, if he does anything which he 
is not expressly told he may do, and which 
is injurious to those interests, he is guilty of 
misconduct. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—I want you to try and 
assist me as to the meaning of ‘‘ misconduct.”’ 
It cannot mean ‘‘any conduct,”’ 

Mr. Jellett—If his interests conflict with 
his duty, if his conduct is incompatible with 
the due and faithful discharge of his duty, if 
his conduct is mjurious to the business of his 
employcr—that would be misconduct. Every 
one of the acts that I have referred to was 
wilful and deliberate, individually and cumu- 
latively. 

Mr. Justice Hanna — Supposing a man 
believes he has a legal right to do something, 
to take up a certain attitude, and bona fide 
takes it up, have you anything to show me 
that that is misconduct ! 

Mr, Jellett—He cannot protect himself by 
getting legal opinion. You have to see what 
his conduct was. The fact that that conduct 
was initiated, suggested and supported bv 
somebody else, whether a legal opinion or not, 
is absolutely immaterial. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I asked you if you had 
any authority to support your submission, If 
not, I have to decide it myself. 

Mr, Jellett—I have not. I leave it at that. 
The question is: Is he entitled to do what he 
did do? 


Mr. Justice Hanna—It might prevent it | 


from being misconduct if he honestly believed 
in the course he took. You can dismiss him 
for breach of the agreement. That is some- 
thing different from misconduct. You dis- 
missed him for misconduct, Breach of agree- 
ment must be something different from ill. 
health or misconduct. 

Mr. Jellett—I am submitting the contrary. 
Putting two things in different parts in the 
same sentence is not going to alter the fact 
that breaking the agreement is misconduct, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You will have diffi- 
culty in finding authority for saying that 
breach of agreement is misconduct per ee. 

Mr. Jellett—I am submitting that whea : 
man breaks his agreement he is misconduct- 
ing himself. | 

Proceeding, Mr. Jellett said that if, in the’ 
teeth of Mr. Justice Meredith's order and 
judgment the defendants were wrong in this 


ease, Mr. McGuire was entitled to say. that 


the board had no power to pass the resolu- 
teions of July 10 and September 4. The 
judge had decided that, under the articles, 
the borrowing powers were vested in the 
directors. If the defendants were beaten 
in this casey the Court would be sanctioning 
a state of affairs whereby the managing 
director could hald on to his agreement and 
ignore the duties attached to him as a 
director, which were also attached to his 
co-directors. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—He was not dismissed 
from his position as a director. He was 
dismissed from his position as managing 
director. 

Mr, Jellett—The two things were done. ' 

Mr. Overend—The action was brought 
before he was dismissed as a director. 

Mr. Jellett—If the Court is going to sanc- 
tion that class of conduct, a man ean wreck 
the company he is in by disregarding his 
duties and obligations, and by defying and 
disobeying lawful orders given to him by 
his directors. According to Mr. Justice 
Meredith, we were competent to give the 
orders given to him by resolution. 


SIR CHRISTOPHER NIXON, 


Sir Christopher Nixon was then called, and, 
in reply to Mr. Leonard, he said that he 
was at present chairman of the board of 
Messrs. Clery and Co., Ltd. He had been in 
the artillery,- and retired with the rank of 
Major in 1924, He married Miss Clery, and 
his wife and her sister between them then 
vwned more than half of the Preference shares 
in Messrs. Clery and Co., Ltd. He attended 
the annual general meeting of the company 
in April, 1928, and afterwards saw Dr. Lom- 
bard Murphy, who was at that time a 
member of the Board. Subsequently he saw 
Mr, McGuire, the plaintiff, and told him that 
Dr. Murphy had said that he was willing, to 
dispuse of his interest in Clerys to witness, 
and tu consider an offer of £70,000. Witness 
told Mr, McGuire that he was very anxious 
that the contention and disagreement between 
members of the Board should be put an end 
to, and that he proposed to t a syndicate 
together to get the money to buy Clerys' in- 
terest, Mr, McGuire was very anxious to 
put an end to the intolerable situation, and 
welcomed the idea. Mr. McGuire said that 
not only would he support it, but would coffte 
in himself to the extent of £30,000, That 
was subsequent to May, 1928. Witness was 


not able to collect enough money, and in | 


May, 1930, he was in communication with Dr,

Murphy again, and found out exactly what 
were the interests Dr. Murphy had to : 
of. They were about 44 Ordi shares 
and 68,000 cash deposits. He had had several 
interviews with Mr. McGuire, and Mr. McGuire 
and he were on the most cordial relations. 
In June, 1930, he had a conversation with 
Mr. McGuire, and told him that he was 
very hopeful then of getting the money. 
Mr. McGuire was very pleased. Witness 
told him that the figure that, Dr. Murphy 
would now be prepares to accept was con- 
siderably less than the original figure, and 
Mr. McGuire got very excited about it and 
was very anxious to know what the figure 
Witness said that his negotiations 
were not concluded. Subsequently he had 
several more discussigns with Mr, McGuire, 
ta discussed possible new directors with 
im. 


“A COMPLETE 
SOMERSAULT.” 


In a conversation with Mr. McGuire in 
Glerys on the 2lst July, 1930, witness. put 
his cards on the table, and told him that 
Dr. Murphy’s price was now £30,000. Mr, 
McGuire immediately became a different per- 
son; he turned a complete somersault— 
(laughter)--well], volte face. Mr. McGuire 
said that he did not want the Murphys to 
go out, and that it would be a calamity if 
they did go out; that he would do every- 
thing in. his power to obstruct witness in 
acquiring their interest, and that, what was 
more, he had the power to veto the transfer 
to witness of Dr. Murphy’s interest; and 
then, almost rudely, got up and wished him 
good-bye, showing him, as it were, out of 
the office. 
that Mr. McGuire had made an offer to Dr. 
Murphy to purchase his interest. On the 
20th March, 1931, witness executed the agree- 
ment to buy Dr. Murphy’s interest. He had 
agreed to buy 44,000 ordinary shares and 
He did not agree to 
buy any arrears of interest on Dr. Murphy’s 
deposits, and had nothing whatever to do 
with any deposits belonging to or interest on 
deposits due to Mr. Christopher Murphy. 

lr. Leonard—Do you remember when or 
where you told Mr, McGuire of the terms of 
the arrangement by which the purchase was 
financed ?—On the 7th April at the University 
Club. 

Was there any agreement in writing with 
the bank ?—No. 

What was the arrangement as regards the 
£25,000’—The securities were £68,000 
deposits to he assigned to their nominees, 
and, in addition, £17,000 was in the name 
of five guarantors—Mr, Fitzgerald, Captain 
A. R. 8. Nutting, Mr. Noel Guinness, Mr. 
J. X. Murphy and Mr, J. H. Koenigs. 


INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 


Witness added that Mr. McGuire told him 
that the interest on deposits could not be 
paid, and he replied that it would !| sve to 
be paid, 

Mr. Leonard—In the agreement you 
executed with Dr. Murphy you provided for 
the transfer of certain shares to enable the 
board to be changed 7—Yes. 

The actual cash was to be paid when the 
deposits were assigned, but the deposits were 
not to be assigned until ‘the board was 
changed ?—Yes. I arranged that part of the 
44,000 shares were imngediately to be trans- 
ferred, so as to qualify people to come on 
the board. The qualifying number of shares 
was 500. 

Immediately after you completed that 
agreement with Dr. Murphy did you write 
to Mr. McGuire?—Yes, and I told him I 
had acquired the Murphy family interest in 
the company, and that Mr. Koenigs and Mr. 
Richard Maxwell were joimng me on the 
new board to replace the existing one as 
soon as the formalities were carried through. 

You knew that there had been dissensions 
on the board up to that time. Were you of 
the opinion that the fault was all on one 
side ?—Yes. i 

You wrote that letter hoping for the co- 
operation of Mr. McGuire ?—Yes. 

Were you informed of what had occurred 
at the meeting on the 2nd April, when Mr, 
McGuire refused to admit the transfers ?— 
Yes. I saw Mr. McGuire next day, after I 
had been proposed as a director and he had 
refused to allow the transfers. I wanted to 
wet the thing through without any terrific 
rumpus, and [ understood from Dr. Murphy 
that if Mc. McGuire persisted in his obstruc- 
tion there would be a crisis. I told Mr. 
McGuire that Dr. Murphy wanted to know 
whether I would consent to dismiss him. 

Did you tell Mr. McGuire your attitnde in 
the matter?—-[ said that I would not have 
him dismissed, and did not want him dis- 
missed. I wanted him there, and was 
anxions that he should not go too far. 

On the 7th April what happened in con- 
nection with the sealing of the admissions ?— 
Mr. McGuire told me that he wanted to 
find out how my loan from the bank was 
being financed and what would happen if I 
died or became a bankrupt. I told him 
that the deposits would be paid to the bank. 

He then agreed to withdraw his opposition 
io the sealing of the admissions ?— Yes, 


THE AGREEMENT. 


Did you refer to the agreement?’—Yes, 
and I said that, as far as 1] was concerned, 
he was entitled to every penny he could draw 
under the agreement, and as long as I was 
there I mete, see that he would get it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna~—When did you first 
know the complete terms of the agreement? 
I received a copy of it from Dr. Murphy on 
the 10th May, 1930. 

Mr. Leonard—You attended meetings on 
the 27th April and the 4th May?— Yes, 
Mr. McGuire said: “ You can have a meet- 
ing at any time you like, as often as you 
like: it is only a matter of form.” 

Do you recollect the meeting on the 13th 

May ?—Yes; that date was the start of the 
Christopher Murphy claim, 
' We know that there was a letter received 
from Mr. Christopher Murphy’s solicitor on 
the 4th May, claiming deposit and interest 
and chairman’s salary due to him. Did 
that concern you in any way’—No, My 
bargain with Dr. Murphy had nothing to 
do with Mr. Christopher Murphy. 

What happened ?—Mr. McGuire said that 
it was not possible to pay the amounts, and 
said that it would defraud our trade credi- 
tors, ale offered to pay them off at £50 a 
month. He said to me “ You leave the 
Murphys to me. I know the Murphys. You 
are too soft.” He referred also to the 
case, and said that the Murphys would 
never come into Court, 

There is a note in the minutes about 
leaving the affair in his hands for further 
discussion?—Yes; at that time it was a 
question oí settling with the Murphys, 

In further examination by Mr. Leonard, the 
witness said that in May, 1931, he wrote a 
letter to Mr. MeGuire, enclosing two legal 
opinions, one on the effect of the agreement, 
and the other in regard to misconduct. In 
that letter he said; “ The thing that occurs 
to me is that we must surely dispel the 
bogey of litigation, which our friend Dudley 
conjured up for Dr. Murphy.” Mr. McGuire 
wrote to Mr. Dudley, and offered him £50 a 
month, and a result was an action not only 
for the chairman’s salary, but also for the 
deposits. He wrote a note to Mr. Molloy 
about the form of the minutes of the 14th 
May, and he got a note from Mr. McGuire, 
in which he said: “I would ask you kindly 
not to begin those side attacks on my agree- 
ment, which was made to free me from 
interference from the directors in the conduct 
of the business.” 

Mr, Leonard—Did you reply to that letter? 
Yes; and I pointed out to him that in case 
in the rush Mr, Molloy might have overlooked 
it that, at Mr, McGuire’s suggestion, we had 
left the managing director to deal with the 
matter of the claim made by Mr, Christopher 
Murphy. 

That you had left the matter of negotiation 
in his hands!—Simply negotiation, 3 


SIMPLY AS BLUFF, 


Afterwards, to a certain extent, you 
acquiesced when he embarked in the litiga- 
tion?—Simply as bluff—we never thought it 
would go to Court. 

At that same meeting of the 20th May 
did Mr. McGuire bring some letters between 
him and Dr, Murphy with reference to Mr. 
Molloy’s letter refusing to pay the interest 
on the deposits, and ask that they should 
be inserted on the minutes?!—He did. 

Was one of these letters a letter from Dr. 
Murphy, in the course of which he said: 
“The refusal to pay the interest on the 
deposits is dishonesty on your part ’’?!—Yes; 
that letter was dated 20th February, 1931. 

Before this, were you aware that Mr. 
McGuire had issued a ‘ot types summons 
against Dr. Murphy for libel arising out of 
this letter ?—I had seen Dr. Murphy’s defence, 
It was settled. Dr. Murphy told me that 
the defence was justification, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that this was the 
first time that this matter had been men- 
tioned, and asked why Mr. McGuire had 


been cross-examined about it, 


Witness afterwards became aware | 


McGuire depoasits. 


[r. Leonard—This is part of the story 
about. the deposits, and is one of our planks. 
Mr. Jellett dealt with a large number of 
matters, and I know he intended to deal 
with this. . 

Mr, Justice Hanna—There was a long and 
searching cross-examination of the plaintiff, 
and he was not asked about this matter. If 
this was an ordinary case I would have Mr. 
McGuire recalled, but. 1 am not going to let 
this case last longer than necessary. 

Mr. Leonard (to the witness)}—Did you tell 
Mr. McGuire what your attitude was regard- 
ing this matter?—I did not want any libel 
action—I wanted to start fair with Mr. 
McGuire. 

And Mr. McGuire wanted these letters, in- 
cluding one in: which Dr. Murphy withdrew 
his statement inserted on the minutes?—Yes. 

Mr. Overend—Withdrew and apologised. 

Mr. Leonard—He did not apoloyise. i 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I must rule that this 
is irrelevant. Mr. McGuire should have been 
asked about it while he was in the box. 

Continuing his examination of Sir Chris- 
topher Nixon, Mr, Leonard asked about re- 
marks made in May, 1931, and witness re- 
plied that his idea was that Mr. McGuire 
was still feeling sore over having been dis- 
placed, and he wanted to mollify him. 

Mr, FitzGerald—He was not displaced. 

Mr. Leonard referred to a letter from the 
bank in July, 1931, called a renewed demand 
for the payment of interest due on deposits. 
Mr. McGuire said he had sent a reply, point- 
ing out that the matter was tais the 
Courts: The only matter before the Courts, 
asked counsel, was Mr. Christopher Murphy's 
claim for his own deposits? 

Mr. Overend—It was not the only one. 
My friend is not accurate. | 

Ír. Leonard—The only question of deposits 
was Christopher Murphy’s. 
_ Mr. Justice Hanna—You put the question 
in the wrong form, 


THE SHERIFF. 


Mr. Leonard asked witness if he recol- 
lected the 19th July, and, in reply, Sir Chris- 
topher Nixon said that on that date a visit 
was ag to him at 11 o'clock at night by 
Mr. J. F. McGuire, Mr. E. A. McGuire, and 
Mr. Stapleton, their solicitor. Mr. McGuire 
said that Mr. Justice Johnston’s judgment 
had been given, and that £3,135 must be 
lodged in Court next morning, to save the 
Sheriff being put in. He said that the com- 
pany could not find the money. He said 
that witness should go to the bank, and he 
would guarantee twelve to fifteen hundred 
pounds. Witness told him he would summon 
a meeting of the Board for the next morning. 
The directors went to the bank, and secured 
a special advance, to be paid by the 30th of 
September. Mr. McGuire offered to give a 
cheque on terms. 

Did you know what the terms were ?—No. 
I did not want to know. 

Were there sums of money still due to Mr. 
McGuire on his deposits ’—Yes. 

Witness further stated that Mr. McGuire 
was a party to the fixing of the date of 
repayment for 30th September. There were 
always two accounts at the bank, the ordi- 
nary account and the restaurant account. 
The advancing of this money made a No. 3 
account, 

When did you discover that Mr. McGuire 
had drawn £11,436’—About 4th October, 
1931. I found it out from the Secretary. 

The witness was questioned about some 
correspondence and interviews, and in refer- 
ence to Mr. McGuire’s power of managing 
the business, and he said that Mr. McGuire 
stated that he had complete control of the 
business, and could manage it as if it were 
his own. Witness pointed out to him that 
that was not iú the agreement, but Mr, 
McGuire held the view that it was. 

Mr. Leonard asked witness if anything hap- 
pened of interest in December, 1931. 

Yes, replied Sir Christopher. An offer was 
made by Mr. McGuire. It was an offer to 
purchase control which he did not consider 
himself entitled to accept. 

Mr. Leonard next asked witness about a 
meeting of the Board at which Mr. McGuire 
was not present on 30th December, 1931. Their 
solicitor was present, and pointed out that, 
if the Murphys brought a winding-up peti- 
tion, the matter would be serious, The secre- 
tary was directed to let Mr. Stapleton have 
a cheque for the Murphy trust. At the next 
meeting on 6th January Mr, McGuire desired 
to place on record his protest at the attempt 
to interfere with his agreement, and claimed 
the right to decide what cheques should be 
drawn, The two directors were told by Mr. 
Stapleton that they could arrange to have the 
cheques drawn and paid., 

itness said that, the cheque was for £1,093. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What was that for? 

Mr. Leonard—It was the money which they 
had won in the Supreme Court because Mr. 
Christopher Murphy had sued separately, and 
they were told they should have sued together. 
lt was directors’ fees, 


INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 


In further reply to Mr. Leonard, the 
witness said that opinions had been obtained 
suggesting that interest was not payable on 
a great portion of the deposits, and on the 
There was no difficulty 
about the payment of interest on £19,745, 
which formed part of the Murphy deposits. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—What was the opposite 
view ? 

Witness—There is no question about. the 
payment of interest on all the deposits. 

{r. Justice Hanna—And the company 
accepted that view ?—Yes. 

Mr. Leonard—Was the interest refunded by 
Mr. McGuire recredited to him?—Yes, 

Coming to an interview on February 5, 


following eutry: ‘‘Mr. MeGuire came in to 
see me. Said it would be grand if the opinions 
were true. (Laughter.) We all would have 
plenty of money. The Murphys, he thought. 
were a good mark for me.” 

“From my recollection of that,” the 
witness continued, '' Mr. MeGuire said that 
it did not matter to me how anything went, 
because I could always fall back on the 
Murphys. As regards Mr. McGuire himself, 
he had not actually worked out how much he 
was getting out of it, but it was pretty good 
at five per cent. However, he did not propose 
to spend any of it that night.” (Laughter.) 

Proceeding, the witness stated that Mr. 
McGuire said that he would be delighted to 
stay on and be managing director in Clerys, 
but that they would have a row about the 
agreement. Witness said that there would he 
nothing of the kind and that the agreement 
would stand as long as Mr, McGuire was 
there. Mr, McGuire said that he did not 
mean that, but a renewal of the agreement 
when it expired, Wit-ess said that was a 
long way off 

Replying to Mr. Leonard, the witness said 
that if the opinions were true and if there 
was no interest payable on the deposits the 
shares would be better. 

Mr. Leonard—What is the allusion about 
the Murphys being mark for damages? 

Mr. FitzGerald—He has not said a word 
abont damages. 

Mr. Leonard—What did he mean? 
Witness—I could bring an action against 
Dr. Murphy for selling to me something what, 
in fact, did not turn out to be what I thought 
I bought. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—What is the value of 
that interview ! | 

Mr. Leonard—To get rid of the absurdity 
of Mr. McGuire's case about paying. interest 
on the deposits. Ths one person who is 
least interested in the interest is . Sir 
Christopher Nixon. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—That is nearly as long 
as the interview. I really do not see its 
relevancy. 

The minutes ot the 24th February, said 
Mr. Leonard, showed that the secretary men- 
tioned that the company was £18,000 behind 
the amount for the corresponding part of 
last year in their payments to trade creditors. 
What, he asked, did that correspond to? 


1932, the witness read from his diary the 
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Witness—That would be the McGuire de- 
posits. 

Mr. Leonard—Are you aware whether being 
behind to that extent would cost the com- 
pany anything in the way of discount? 


NO LOSS OF DISCOUNT. 


Witness was understood to reply that there 
was no loss of discount of any consequence. 

Mr. Leonard@—Coming to the meeting of 
the 2nd March, 1932, you see a reference 
there that Mr. McGuire was arranging to 
have a big sale before Easter and to open up 
the basement. Had you heard anything 
about the basement position before this?—It 
was the first time it was brought before the 
board. 

ls that the first time you heard of it?— 
I was down one day in the basement and I 
saw that they were making alterations there, 
but I never heard what was being done till 
then, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Were not you there 
every day ?—Í[ was not communicated with 
by Mr. McGuire. I was never taken any 
notice of at all, 

Witness was examined about the cost of 
the bargain basement, and said that there 
was a statement on the minutes of a meet- 
ing of the 13th April that the bargain base- 
ment would cost £2,000, but at a later date 
it was stated that the cost was £3,800. He 
was now aware that it cost about £5,000. 
He was not aware of any contract for the 
work, He thought that there Was no method, 
no planning of the work, and that it was 
done in a haphazard way and not in a busi- 
ness-like way. 

Regarding the question of the allocation of 
profits, at a meeting of the directors the 
witness said that Mr. McGuire stated that 
the payment of even a half-year’s dividend 
could not be made without putting the com- | 
puny into liquidation. A half-year’s dividend | 
would be about £1,400. At that meeting Mr. 


McGuirs told them that he was embarking i 
on this basement—the biggest gamble, he | 


called it, since he had come into Clerys. 


SALARY RAISED BY £800. 


On the 18th March, said the witness, Mr. 
McGuire raised the salary ot his son, Mr. 
E. A. McGuire, by about £800 a year. 

Mr. Leonard read a letter from the wit- 
ness to Mr. McGuire referring to Mr. 
McGuire’s ‘‘ derisive criticism ” of his con- 
duct in the chair, and to Mr. McGuire’s atti- 
tude to him, ‘‘ Had he said you had come 
in to make a living there?’’ asked Mr. 
Leonard, ‘‘ and that you were another set 
of Murphys? ” 

_ “He did,” replied the witness, “and said 
it in a very uncomplimentary way.”’ 

Mr. Leonard—What was his attitude to 
you? 

Witness—His conduct was absolutely over- 
hearing, autocratic, domineering, dictatorial. 
(Laughter. ) 

The chairman raised the question of the 
payment of the interest on the deposits 
ussigned to the bank, said Mr. Leonard. 
That was at a meeting on 27th July, 1932. 
Mr. McGuire replied that it was better to 
wait until the bank sent them a demand for 
the interest in question, as it would not be 
usual to send away money before they were 
asked for it. The bank had already asked 
for the interest on its deposits? 

Witness—Yes, 

It was about that date, he continued, that 
there was a re-assignment of the arrears of 
Dr. arta ty interest that had been wrongly 
given to the bank. In August, 1932, they 
found that Mr, McGuire had gone on holiday 
and left about 130 cheqnes, blank as to payee 
and amount, but signed by him. : 


Mr. Leonard also questioned witness about 
a Ha | of Mr. McGuire to the Board, in 
which he stated that if they gave any orders 
to the secretary that he considered against 
the interests of the company he would 
countermand them. 3 

The Court adjourned until 11 o'clock this 
morning.

A new prospect is opened for citizens of 
the Free State—the prospect that the 
practice of their religion, like the other 
necessaries of life, will “ cost them more.” 
Yesterday the Tariff Commission raised 
the issue of a tariff on “ prayer-books,”’ 
and explained that the term: includes 
Bibles, Breviaries, missals, hymn-books 
and manuals of devotion—in effect, all the 
primary literature of all the Christian 
Churches. We gather that the Commis- 
sion is acting on a reference from the 
Executive Council. No formal application 
for a tariff has been made, but the Com- 
mission will take evidence from the 
supporters and opponents of such a tariff ; 
and we suppose that the verdict will be 
decided by the weight of evidence. The 
chief advocates of a tariff on prayer-books 
are the Binders’ Union and the printers 
of Roman Catholic books of worship. They 
complain that the local industry has been 
killed by continental competition, that the 
continental output is shoddy and inferior, 
and that adequate protection would create 
large employment in the printing and 
binding trades. The binders’ notion of 
adequate protection is complete prolibi- 
tion of imports or a tariff of at least 150 
Mr. H. O’Friel, Chairman of the 
Commission, threw some light on the 
Roman Catholic Church’s attitude to such 
a tariff. It appears to be neutral on “ the 
broad issue,’’ but representative witnesses 
will argue that, in regard to certain types 
of books, a tariff ‘‘ would not be altogether 
expedient.’

Relief and Rates. 


Belfast's rates for the coming year will 
be 12s. 10d. in the £, which is the highest 
figure that they have reached since 1922. 
Three years ago careful management of 
the city’s finances had brought the rates 
down to the enviably low level of 10s. 2d., 
but since then they have shown a steady 
increase. Jn 1932-33 they rose to 10s. 5d. ; 
last year they jumped to 11s. 5d., and now 
the citizens must face the, perhaps, unpre- 
cedented increase of 1s. 5d. in the £. They 
are consoled, indeed, by the fact that they 
had anticipated a still heavier burden ; for 
the precise figure of the 1934-35 rates has 
been a prime subject of discussion for some 
time, and all sorts of extravagant forebod- 
ings have filled the air. The increase is 
due entirely to the cost of special unem- 
ployment relief. Thus far the Government 
of Northern Ireland has not indicated how 
much of the cost of that service it is willing 
to contribute in the future under the 
new -Unemployment Insurance Bill; and 
Belfast’s civic budget has been prepared 
without this important knowledge. It is 
true that the burden of relief in the North 
must decrease accordiligly as the shipyards 
employ more men on their new contracts ; 
but the citizens will be left with a heavy 
legacy of debt for some years to come. 
Nevertheless, if any comfort can be 
obtained from comparisons, théy may con- 
gratulate themselves that they are very 
much better off than the citizens of Dublin. 
Heavy as they may consider a rate of 
12s. 10d. in the £, it is still a long way 
short of 17s.—and who knows if the Dublin 
rate may not be swollen to a still larger 
figure during the coming financial year? 
It is a long time since Dublin enjoyed the 
luxury of a 12s. 10d. rate, and, by all the 
omens, it will be a longer time before she 
enjoys it again. Yet even Dublin is blessed 
in comparison with Cork, who must con- 
template the possibility of 20s. in the £. 


The Debtors’ Party. 


According to a writer in the Manchester 
Guardian, Sub-Carpathian Ruthenia, a 
constituent part of the Czechoslovak 
Republic, has set an example in political 
organisation which will find much sym- 
pathy in the Irish Free State. The 
Ruthenian farmers, hit heavily by the 
economic depression, have decided to form 
a new Debtors’ Party and to take an active 
part in political work. It appears. that 
membership of the new group will be un- 
limited; for almost every farmer in 
Ruthenia is qualified to join it. Nobody 
with a bank balance will be eligible ; but 
it is expected confidently that, even with 
this form of “ means test,’’ the new party 
very soon will swamp all its rivals. A 
Debtors’ Party in the Irish Free State 
would . have wonderful opportunities. 
There can be very few farmers in the 
twenty-six counties who are entirely free 
of debt, and the number must be growing 
Already, indeed, 

discussed the

bright aspirant to membership has sug- 
gested that it should be dun, with red 
piping in honour of final income tax 
demands. An alternative proposal is buff, 
to match the Revenue Commissioners’ 
envelopes—but these, after all, are matters 
of detail. If such an organisation is 
established in the Free State, Fianna 
Fail and United Ireland alike will need 
to look to their laurels.

It is only too true that the majority of them 
in this country are ugly, insanitary and 
squalid. It could have been said, with equal 
truth, that just as many seaside cottages and 
small houses, built of other materials, such 
as concrete, are ever more ugly, just as 
insanitary and every bit as squalid. In fact, 
if one were to compare the microscopic merits 
of tenth-rat+« structures, there is this to be 
said for the wooden hut—thit there is always 
the knowledge that it is ephemeral, and that 
we can be rid of it, 1f we feel sufficiently 
strongly in the matter, simply by the applica- 
tion of one page of yesterday's /rish Times 
and one match. 

There i. ro reason why the wooden hut 
should deserve any uncomp'imentary adjec- 
tives. Naturally, timoer cannot be expected 
to last for ever; but, mghtly used and main- 
tained, a wooden building can easily give 
ood value for half a century. A, well-planned 
ittle house loses nothing of the value of its 
arrangement by being enclosed within wooden 
sides, instead of stone walls. “Properly con- 
structed, tle wooden house is comfortable, 
dry and hygienic. Even the risk of fire can 
be reduced t> negligible proportions. Well- 
planned and well-constructed, it can only be 
an eyesore through neglect, or if some mis- 
guided person has added to it what he 
ignorantly imagines to be

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A REDUCTIOMÍN INCOME.

A serious reduction in the income of the 
Dublin University Mission to Chota Nagpur, 
India, was reported yesterday at the joint 
annual meeting in Trinity College, Dublin, of 
the Committees of the Mission and of the 
Women’s Auxiliary. : 

The Bishop of Ossory presided, and many 
supporters were present. 


- THE REPORTS. 

The forty-fourth annual report of the 
Committee of the Mission regretted that. it 
had to report a serious reduction in its regular 
income. In 1931 the sum was £2,785; in 195? 
it was. £2,585, and in 1933 income was re- 
duced to £2,466. There would have been an 
extremely serious difference between expendi- 
ture and income except for the receipt of a 
legacy of £395, The receipt of £600 from the 
i of War Stock reduced the debit balance 
in the annual balance sheet from £714 Qs. 4d. 
at the beginning of the year to £226 19s, Sd. 
at its close. Expenditure was comparatively 
normal, and the only item of importance 
that could be regarded as abnormal was £12/ 
for the presentation to the Rev. Pritham L. 
Singh, Headmaster of the High School for 
many years, and who retired last year. 

The report of the Committee of the 
Women’s Auxiliary stated that in cá 
many difficulties medical work had made good 
progress. The outstanding event of the year 


was the completion of the school for Bengali 


girls, and the raising of the standard to 
“middle Znglish.” ‘Chis had enabled them 
to keep the girls under Christian influence, 
instead of having to see them obliged to pass 
on to the non-Christian school in the Bazaar. 
In two years’ time an educational worker would 
he needed to carry on the middle English 
schools during Miss Jenkins’s and Miss Ruby's 
furlough. ae 

“Here,” said the report, “is a splendid 
opportunity for a Dublin graduate.”’ 

The balance sheet showed that there was a 
dehit of £740. and if all abnormal items were 
left out the balance was £370 on the wronc 
side. Approximately £70 additional would 
he required this vear; so that the Mission 
would have to find £440 to balance expendi- 
ture. It was remarked that Trinity College 
ought to be able to subscribe a little more 
in support. of their own mission. 


CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

The Bishop of Ossory expressed the great 
admiration that he had for the Dublin Un- 
versity Mission to Chota Nagpur. It was 
more than twenty-five years ago since he had 
visited the Mission, and it was wonderful 
how things had advanced since those days. 
No mission had a nobler band of workers. 
Community missions were of especial value. 
He felt that there were two things which 
stood out. First of all, was the inspiration 
of brotherhood life. He could never be 
sufficiently thankful for the seven years that 
he had lived in Brotherhood. If there were 
any young men and young women who were 
wondering what to do with their lives he 
could tell them they would find to more 
satisfying work than in community life. The 
other great value of community mivsions was 
the continuity of the work. Where there 
was community of work there was constant 
advancement and development of work with. 
out any break. He was sure that it had 
given them the magnificent church and 
chapel, two Christian villages, schouls of 
various kinds, and the hospitals. 

Dublin University Mission had 


education from the primary school through 
the middle and high schools to the universal 
college had been linked together. so that any 
boy could rise from the least school to be a 
Master of Arts of the University. 

The medical work for women, the Chair 
man said, was most important, and the whole 
advance of medical science in India had been 
due to missionaries. He regretted to say 
that neither of the doctors of the Mission 
was a graduate of Dublin University. That 
was not right. They ought to be able to 
supply their own doctors. and the facts of 
the case were no credit to the University. 
He was glad to say that the University had 
been sending out fully trained, nurses.

She said that this 
vear, for the first time, a native girl had 
been promoted to the full rank of sister as 
a surgical nurse in the hospital. 

The motion was adopted.

MILK AND PUBLIC

That no convincing evidencé existed as to 
any considerable Joss of nuqriment in milk 
as a result of pasteurisation was stressed by 
Professor Boyle, of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment of University College, Cork, im a broad- 
cast from Cork last mght on ‘‘ Milk and 
Public Health.’’ | 

Professor Boyle said that the emphasis 
which was usually laid on the dangers of in- 
fection from the consumption of milk should 
not be allowed to divert attention from its 
valuable nutritive qualities. It stood in the 
first rank of protective foods. 

Referring to the subject of milk as a con. 
veyer of disease, he said that it was liable 
to be contaminated by two factors-—through 
the cows, or as a result of subsequent careless 
handling. The most important disease con- 
veyed through the cows was tuberculosis, but 
the danger was comparatively slight. The 
proportion of cows giving tubercular milk was 
one in four hundred, 

Some people, he said, were under the im- 
pression that clean milk could only be pro- 
duced in very elaborate buildings. That was 
not the case. The personal factor counted for 
much more. If the person who milled the 
cows and handled the milk appreciated the 
importance of cleanliness and practised it, 
clean milk could be produced.

LEIX WOMAN FINED £100. 


BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.)  ... 

Mary J. i roic Main street, Portlaoighise, 
County Leix, was summoned for attempted 
fraudulent evasion of Customs duties payable 
on the importation into the Free State of the 
following articles of wearing apparel:—One 
pair of Jady’s shoes, four ladies hats, one 
pair of lady’s pyjamas, one lady’s dressing 
jacket, one gent’s pullover, two ladies’ 
mackintoshes and one gent’s scarf. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by 

Mr, A. . Rolleston) appeared for 
the accused woman, and pleaded 
guilty, Through illness she was unable 
to be present in court. The value of 
the goods, he’ said, was £6 or £7, so that 
three times the value which the Customs 
authorities. claimed would be £20. Although 
the penalty for such offence was £100, he 
makes the District Justice to recommend 
mitigation of the sum. 
' Mr. Cussen said that on former occasions 
he had made recommendations to the Re- 
venue Commissioners to mitigate fines, but 
they paid no attention to his request.

PROTEST AGAINST 
CUTTING-IN. 


(BEFORE MR. O’SULLIVAN.) 

Mr. O'Sullivan, District Justice, gave his 
decision in the case in which Mr. J. J. 
Walsh, 5 New street, Dublin, was summoned 
for permitting a passenger “bus service to 
be run by his ’buses between Sunbeam road 
and Aston’s quay, on December 15th, without 
having a licence for the route, as required 
by the Road Traffic Act of 1932. 

The case had been adjourned at the request 
of Mr. Walsh for the production of further 
evidence. 

Mr. Walsh said that he had communicated 
with the Transport Section of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, requesting 
them to send a ‘spresentative to give evi- 
dence, but they could not do so. 

He explained that Sunbeam road connected 
Kimmage with Crumlin, and the Corporation 
aa to erect there 3,000 working-class 

ouses. In anticipation of that scheme 
hundreds of men were working there on the 
road and sewers. It was not a public road. 
It was formerly a lane, but had been 
widened, though not yet finished. Up to 
November Ist last the majority of the men 
working on the scheme travelled by ‘buses 
leaving D’Olier street. On the first Monday 
in November he was surprised to learn that 
the Tramway Company had diverted two of 
their vehicles off the Crumlin and the Sandy- 
mount routes and placed them immediately 
in front of his Kimmage route ‘buses, passing 
Sunbeam road, which was in direct contra- 
vention of the Act. These extra ‘buses had 
no time-table, and to put a stop to this 
kind of traffic he communicated with the 
Department, demanding that the terms of 
the Traffic Act be put into force, but no 
steps were taken by the Department. He 
then approached the police authorities, who 
seemed to realise the importance of stopping 
this sort of ‘ cutting in.” They saw the 
Tramway Company, but, so far as he knew, 


municated with the Defartment, but, as they 
refused to act and the police seemed power- 
less, he took the only step open to him. 

The District Justice asked was it not opep 
to Mr. Walsh to prosecute the Tramway 
Company. 

Mr. Walsh said that he did not know at 
the time that he could do so. - 

District Justice—Well, in future, if such 
a thing happens, take the law ig@o your own 
hands by prosecuting them. $ 

Mr. Walsh—I certainly will. 

Mr. D. O’Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Department), who prosecuted, said that there 
‘was no licence for the route, though Mr. 
Walsh had made application for one. 

The District Justice said that he had in- 
tended to impose a penalty of £5, but in 
view of Mr. Walsh’s explanation he would 
merely impose a nominal fine of 10s. 

Mr. Walsh said he appreciated the de. 
cision,. which was just and lenient. This 
prosecution was enlightening in that he 
could see that the Act would be put in force 
in the future.

Christopher Clarke, 17 Brookville place, 
Blackrock, Dublin, pleaded not 
obtaining, with intent to defraud, twenty ap- 
plication forms of the New Ireland Associa- 
tion, a membership card and a price list of blue 
blouses and shirts ; attemptin fo obtain money 
from the Rev. Ernest L. ker by falsely 
Fa that he was authorised to collect 

or the League of Youth; obtaining 5s. from 
Mrs. Hone by falsely pretending that he was 
Fag ho for the League of Youth; attempt- 
ing to obtain money from Mr. John M. Fitz- 
gerald for the Young Ireland Association ; 
at ing to obtain money from Mr, Frank 
FitzGibbon for the United Ireland Party, and 
attempting to obtain money from Mr. Henry 
P, Mayne for the Young Ireland Association. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C., prosecuted. 

The prisoner was not professionally repre- 
sented. 

Mr. McCarthy said that early in December 
last the defendant went to Mr. Green, of 
Bray, who was associated with the United 
lreland Party. and had a conversation with 
regard to organising the party. The defendant 
suggested that he should collect for the party, 
but Mr. Green warned him that under no 
possible circumstances should he attempt to 
collect money without being authorised. Mr. 
Green, who had never seen the defendant 
before, referred him to Miss Kathleen Fergu- 
son, who had been associated with the 
party’s activities. He called on the following 
night to Miss Ferguson, and- told her that 
he had been told to call by Captain Walsh. 
On that representation, which was utterly un- 
true, he got a number of cards, etc. He then 
proceeded to Killiney, where he endeavoured 
to collect money from various residents. He 
said that he was going to have a football club 
in the district. 

Mr. Ian Green, Bray, said that the defen- 
dant called to him in December. last and 
gave the name of Joseph Byrne. He told 
witness that he intended starting the Young 
Ireland Association in Shankhill, and he 
asked witness if he would collect money. 
Witness said that he would not collect 
money without being authorised. Witness 
told him to see Mr. Grant, who was director 
of the organisation, and Commandant Cronin, 
who was the leader of the organisation. On 
second thoughts he told the defendant to see 
Miss Ferguson, in Bray, who was leader of 
the ladies’ branch of the organisation there. 
Miss Kathleen Ferguson, Bray, stated that 
she was captain of the Young Ireland move- 
‘ment in Bray until it was dissolved, and she 
was at present leader of the women’s section 
of the League of Youth in Bray. In Decem- 
her last the defendant called, saying that 
Captain Walsh had sent him to her. Witness 
then gave him twenty membership forms, 
price lists of blue shirts and blue blouses, 
and a blank membership card. He gave his 
name as Christopher Clarke, from the Vale, 
Shankhill, and said that he was going to 
start a branch of the organisation there, and 
that he was going to run the branch on a 
high-class scale, that the majority of his 
prospective members were unemployed, and 
would require blue shirts. 

The Rev. E. L. Barker, Mr. J. M. Fitz- 
gerald, K.C., and Mr. Henry Mayne gave 
evidence of the defendant calling on them 
to collect money for the Young Ireland move- 
ment. 

Sergeant Ryan, Shankhill, said that, when 
arrested, the defendant said that he knew 
nothing about it. 

Mr, Liam Walsh, who was a captain of 
the Young Ireland Association, said that he 
never gave the defendant any authority to 
collect money. 

Christopher Clarke, the defendant, in evi- 
dence, said that he was enrolled a member 
of the National Guard by Captain Walsh on 
August 22. Captain Walsh asked him if 
there was any chance of starting a branch at 
Shankhill, and he replied that there was, but 
that he was too busy at the moment in the 
hotel where he was employed. Then the 
National Guard was proclaimed, and he did 
not start a branch. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, the 
witness declined to give the names of the 
people whom he said that he had got to 
join the organisation He did his best to 
start a branch in Shankill and Killiney, but 
the organisation was not liked there... ‘‘ As 
a matter of fact, it was not liked in the 
country at all.” . (Laughter.) 

The defendant added that he had been 
“led astray by this organisation,’’ and, in 
particular, by Captain Walsh and Miss Fer- 
guson. Any money that he would have got 
would have gone towards providing shirts 
and a flag. 

The prisoner was found guilty on several 
counts in the indictment, and acquitted on 
others, 

When asked by the Judge if he had any 
suggestion to make, the prisoner replied that 
he advised everyone to keep clear of General 
O'Duffy in future.

The action of William Gannon, motor 
driver, Carrick-on-Shannon, against the Irish 
Press, Ltd., came before the Court for the 
assessment of damages. : 

Plaintiff sued the defendants for damages 
for personal injuries caused or the defendant’s 
servants and agents in the driving and 
management of a motor car on the road be- 
tween Jamestown and Carrick-on-Shannon_ on 
June 3, 1933, when a van, the property of 
the defendants collided with a lorry driven 
by the plaintiff. The lorry was damaged and 
the plaintiff sustained severe injuries. 

Defendants admitted liability for 
accident, 

The jury assessed damages at £350. 
Mr. Susties O'Byrne entered judgment for 
the plaintiff for that amount, with costs. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who with Mr. 
William Black {instructed by Messrs. Little 
O hUadhaigh and Proud), appeared for the 
defendants, stated that his clients had lodged 
£301 with their defence. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne directed that this sum 
be paid out to the plaintiff as part of the 
damages awarded. 

In the case of Martin O’Beirne, Carrick-on- 
Shannon. against the same defendants arising 
out of the same accident, in*which the jury 
on the previous day had assessed damages at

Mr. Geoghegan said that £750 had been 
lodged in Court with the defence. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne gave judgment for the 
plaintiff in that action for £652, with costs, 
to the date of the lodgment of the money in 
court, and gave judgment for the defendants 
for costs from the date of the lodgment, said 
costs when taxed to be paid out of the sum 
of £632, and the difference between the 
amount lodged in court and the amount 
awarded by the jury would be directed to be 
paid out to the defendants.

ADDRESS TO ARCHITECTS 
IN DUBLIN. 


“A Tour of European Hospitals ”’ was 
the title of a lantern lecture delivered by 
Mr. Vincent Kelly, B.Arch., F.R.LA.L, 
F.R.I.B.A., at a meeting of the Architectural 
Association of Ireland, at 8 Merrion square, 
Dublin, last night. 

Mr. H. V. Millar, President of the Asso- 
ciation, presided, and there was an upusually 
large attendance. 

In the course of his lecture, Mr. Kelly 
said that he had visited hospitals in France, 
Switzerland, Germany, 
Austria, Holland and Italy. . He saw 65 hos- 
pitals altogether, and more new hospitals 
had been built in Switzerland, in recent 
vears, relatively speaking, than in any other 
country in the world. The Swiss hospitals 
were of particular interest, inasmuch as the 
were the best equipped hospitals in the world, 
They had been designed as a result of com- 
pulsory expert as by the architects of 
modern development in other countries. . 

That, he \said, was of great “importance to 
them in Ireland for two reasons: the new 
Swiss hospitals were comparable in size with 
the proposed central hospitals to be built 
throughout Ireland, and secondly, because the 
climatic and industrial conditions of Switzer- 
land resembled our own. 

On the motion of Professor R. M. Butler, 
seconded by Mr. Frank Crawley, President 
Royal College of Surgeons Ireland, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the lecturer, with 
acclamation.

DISTRICT JUSTICE ON 
COMPANY’S LETTER. 

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Tuesday. 


At the Carrick-on-Shannon District Court, 
before Mr. J. H. Rice, D.J., Miss Teresa 
Beirne, Annaghbradican, Kilmagross, sued the 
New Ireland Assurance Company to recover 
£24 4s., amount alleged to be due on foot 
of a policy-on the life of her father, — . 

Mr. Cathal Flynn, solicitor for plaintiff, 
produced a letter which he said he had re- 
ceived from the defendant company’s 
solicitors at Dublin, in which they stated that 
they did not ‘propose to go down to contest 
the case in that court, as Mr. Rice in a case 
some time ago, where age was incorrectly 
stated, laid it down that in his opinion the 
company was responsible for the age set out 
in the proposal, and declinel to give effect 
to a condition in the policy providing for a 
reduced amount where the age had been 
understated, They would, the letter con- 
tinued, either fight the decree in the Circuit 
Court, or take proceedings by certiorars to 
have the decree quashed. 

Mr. Rice stopped the reading of the letter, 
which he described as impudent, and said 
that if the solicitors for the company had 
anything to say to him let them come and 
say it in that court, It was simply pure and 
gross impertinence. 

Miss Beirne, the plaintiff, said that -she 
took out the policy in 1931 at ls, per week, 
and the amount sued for was to be paid on 
the policy. Her father died last April. The 
agent called to her and asked her to take 
out the policy, and said that the life was a 
good one, 

Mr. Rice—The agent forced you to take it 
out ?—Yes, 

Witness said that she did not want to take 
out the policy, and the agent put down 62 
years, 

Mr. Rice said that the agent was aware 
of the age which was put in the policy, and 
in all such cases he would give a decree. 
He would not allow any such impudente to 
the Court as was shown in the letter by the 
company. He would be glad if they brought 
the case to the High Court, where the 
would get a judge who would deal wi 
them. He gave a decree for the full amount, 
with £1 expenses to the plaintiff.
